Preston Smith. If you forget about the 
stock scandal and just remember 
what kind of governor he has been for 
the past tour years, this is enough to 
take care of him. 
We have always held out high hopes 
for Ben Barnes but we are beginning 
to wonder about him now. While he 
may not have been a part of the most 
of the mess in Austin, he at best has 
been looking the other way. 
As Gene Carter, publisher of The 
Wise County Messenger in Decatur 
says in his column, “ We are going to 
give all our support to Dolph Briscoe 
because we think he is a man that we 
can support openly. We don't have to 
say ‘We’re for Briscoe,’ in a whisper, 
or with a side blance to see if someone 
is listening. We’re not afraid he will 
em barrass us when he gets to Austin, 
and that’s more than we can say for 
Ben Barnes, Preston Smith or Sissy 
Earenthold.” 
We don’t know how strong a race 
Briscoe can run in the big cities but 
know that if the people in the rural 
areas will really turnout May 6 and 
vote for him he can make it. 
His entering this race gives us an 
opportunity for a change, if we will 
just take it. But just sitting back and 
hoping that he will get elected and 
clean things up will not get the job 
done. If you are for Briscoe then you 
need to get to work and support him 
because it is the people of Hamlin and 
other small communities across the 
state that can elect him if they will go 
to work. 


We notice that the more liberal 
Democratic candidates for president 
(and this seems to include most of 
them) are wringing their hands over 
the stepped up bombings of North 
Vietnam and saying that Nixon is 
pushing us to the brink of all out war 
again. We could understand and 
appreciate their stance a little better 
if they had shown similar concern 
when the North Vietnamese launched 
their recent invasion of the South. 
We sometimes wonder if these 
people are campaigning for president 
of the United States or of North 
Vietnam.
